□ It is not necessary for applicant to provide a separate record of the substance of the Interview, since the interview 
did not result In resolution of all issues. A brief summary by the examiner appears in Part 11 above. 
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Continuation of Substance of Inten/iew Including description of the general nature of what was discussed: The 
examiner called applicants' attorney to indicate that the amendment after final would be entered if an extension of time 
of one month were paid. Also, the renumbering of the claims of page 5 and changing the dependency of the last claim, 
renumbered claim 33, was discussed. Mr. Fein agreed to pay one-month extension of time and to renumber the claims 
as Indicated by the examiner. .
